hired," .said Wilson Hunt, presi- 
dent of the striking Local .767 of 
the International Union of Electri- 
cal Workers. "Some have found 
idbs in other cities, others work 
larttime—but about 175 have no 
iobs at all."' 


The strike apparently had little 


effect on the economy of Pflra- 
goukl and Greene County. The 
plant's production is high and any 
losses suffered during the months 
of retraining have been absorbed.

Charcoal Is 
Big Business 
in Arkansas 


By GEORGE F. BARTSCH 


Associated Press Staff Writer 
Lazy spirals of white smoke ris- 


ing out of the forests of Arkansas' 
ozark Mountains may look sus- 
picious to out-of-state motorists 
familiar with the sterotyped! im- 
age of the mountaineer guarding 
his still from "revenoors." 


But the smoke is a symbol of 


one of the area's most profitable 
—and legitimate — enterprises. It, 
comes from hickory and oak logs 
smouldering in charcoal kilns. 


One of the largest of these 


plants is the Bull Mountain Char^ 
coal Enterprise, owned and op- 
erated by Earl Braleyy a retired 
electrical contractor from Chica- 


Braley operates six kilns at his 


plant, which is located two miles 
from Bull Shoals on state High- 
way 178. He and five employes 
fire 1,500 tons of charcoal a year 
in the kilns, which resemble huge 
storm cellars equipped with gal- 
vanized exhaust pipes. 


The plant shuts down in Novem- 


ber and December each year for 
repairs and improvements and be- 
cause charcoal's chief use—back- 
yard barbecuing—is out of sea- 
son. It reopens in January to be- 
gin preparing for the next sum- 
mer's demands. Last year's 10- 
month operation gave Braley a 
gross income of $40,000. 


Hopes for 
Strike End 
at Pdragould 


PARAGOULD, Ark. (AP)—Fires 


of hope for a settlement of the 
seven month strike at the Emer- 
son Electric Co. here have been 
fanned by the announcement that 
the union and company are plan- 
ning to talk about the situation. 


The strike began last June 20 


when more 
than 
200 workers 


walked off their jobs because they

grants for Arkansas cities—two 
for Pine Bluff and one each for 
Mount Ida and Ashdown — have 
been approved by the Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare Department.

Cotter, Ark., the Standard Milling 
Co. 


At the processing plants, the 


wood is pulverized and mixed with 
a solution of starch and watev. 
This pasty substance is poured in- 
to a mechanical press which pro- 
duces uniform charcoal briquetts. 


The pelleters are sacked into 


five and 10-pound bags for dis- 
tribution throughout the United 
States. 


But all is not moonlight and 


roses in the charcoal industry. 
Braley said a rapid increase in 
the number of. processing plants 
had caused a glut'^rt 'the market. 


In addition, he no longer cuts 


small hickory limits into chips for 
sale to real outdoor cooking con- 
noisseurs. There's not much de- 
mand for the chips, he said. 


Braley also operates a 4-cabin 


resort and a trailer park near 
Bull Shoals Lake.

And this, it^ 
said, was almost entirely a genu- 
ine pocketbook increase as con- 
sumer prices rose about 1 pel- 
cent.
